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* AMMAN (Petra) — Representa- 
tives of 12 regional countries

The delegates will focus atten- 
tion also on regulations and laws 
governing pollution of poultry 
feed, feed storage conditions, law 
violations and means of controll- 
ing the quality of produced 
fodder. 

Agriculture Ministry Secretary

The Ministry of Agriculture is 
directing atteotkm towards the 
production of animal feed in the 
southern regions of the Kingdom 

on a large scale to reduce imports 

and cost, Lawzi noted. 

He said that, feed production 
accounts for nearly .70 per cent of 
the overall cost of poultry meat 
production.

The U.N. resident representa- 
tive in Amman, addressed the 
meeting underlining the United 
Nations' concern over achieving 
food security around the world. 

U.N. agencies and organisa- 
tions around the globe continue 
to provide advice and technical 
assistance towards achieving that 
goal, the U.N. representative 
said. , 

Food security cannot be en- 
sured except thnougb a 
framework of regional coopera- 
tion, he said. 

Tbe U.N. Development Prog- 
ramme (UNDP) is now providing 
Jordan with assistance to develop 
its agricultural pqlential and 
achieve food security, the U.N. 
official added. / 

The centre's director spoke at 
the opening sessibn, reviewing 
the nature of technical assistance 
offered by the ‘centre to the 
trainees from different countries 
in the Near East region.

Hindawi 
noted, is keen on developing all 
services and sectors in Aqaba 
which is considered one of the 
main economic centres for the 
Kingdom, and the country’s only 
outlet to tbe sea. 

After the meeting, the minister 
inspected a number of porjccts 
implemented in Aqaba, such as 
the Rabieb Housing Estate for 
non-Jordanian labourers. 

He also visited the Aqaba Re- 
gion Authority (ARA) and was 
briefed on schemes being im- 


plemented by the authority which 
include the development of the 
southern coast for tourism. 

Hindawi called at (he palm tree 
wood, where nearly 5,000 trees 
are grown, and a regional de- 
velopment project at the Shallaleh 
district. 

Hindawi who is also minister of 
education visited sites of schools 
being built in the port city. 

The deputy prime minister will 
stay in Aqaba until Monday in- 
specting projects and discussing 
matters of concern to the local 
residents. 


Jordan's call came from Royal 
Jordanian (RJ) Board Chairman 
and Executive president Ali 
Ghandour in a speech, during the 
opening of the Arab Air Carriers 
Organisation's (AACO) Opera- 
tions Committee meeting in 
.Amman. 

Ghandour said that Arab air- 
lines have started adopting a uni- 
fied set of specifications, which is 
a first step leading towards a 
more comprehensive cooperation 
in air transport operations.

Jordan urges bigger 


Arab maritime fleets 


AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan 
Saturday urged Arab states to 
own as many maritime fleets as 
possible, to improve the effec- 
tiveness of Arab ships and cargo 
vessels to cope with foreign com- 
petition and bolster Arab eco- 
nomy. 

'‘Sufficient numbers of Arab 
commercial ships constitute one 
of the most important elements in 
ensuring economic security for 
the Arab World because fleets 
guarantee the success of Arab 
economic plans,” Minister of 
Transport and Telecommunica- 
tion KhaJed AI Haj Hassan said 
in a speech delivered at the open- 
ing of tbe Arab Federation of 
Shipping (AFS) General Assem- 
bly session in Amman. 

He said maritime fleets, owned 
by Arab states, help the Arabs to 
maintain a competitive capability 
with foreign fleets and create job 
opportunities for Arab workers, 
Haj Hassan added. 

Above all he said Arab fleets 
save tbe Arab nation huge funds 
every year, paid to foreign fleets 
and commercial vessels. 

Tbe minister told the meeting 
that the Arab economy has the 
potential elements for integration 
which can be achieved through 


proper means of marketing goods 
within the Arab World. 

"Indeed, Arab countries ought 
to work hard for owning a joint 
Arab commercial fleet. linking all 
parts of the Arab World and 
enhancing the Arab national eco- 
nomy,” the minister said. 

Tlie AFS president made a 
speech at the opening session 
urging Arab governments to 
boost the work of the federation, 
which is trying to expand and 
offer a better service to the Arab 
World. 

She said that the federation 
seeks to increase Arab foreign 
trade and to end the monopoly by 
foreign maritime companies. 

It is regrettable to see that 95 
per cent of the total volume of 
Arab trade being shipped and 
transported by foreign vessels, 
the president said. 

She said that such practice is 
costing the Arab economy a big 
fortune every year. 

The three-day meeting will re- 
view the federation's annual re- 
port a future plan and a 19S8 
fiscal budget. 

The participants will introduce 
amendments to the federation's 
bylaws and will elect new board 
members.

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The path we seek 

WHAT'S ihs most important dynamic taking place in the 
Middle East this week? George Shultz's trip is a good 
candidate, but in onr view the prize goes to the eleven 
ex-generals and senior officers in the Israeli armed forces who 
have launched a new group to push for the principle of 
exchanging land for peace. That such a process should take 
place in relation to the ongoing Palestinian uprising is probably 
indicative of the path that must be tred to reach the objective of 
justice and peace in the Middle East. The new Israeli group, 
the Council fur Peace and Security, said in its opening meeting 
that Israel could withdraw from the occupied territories and 
remain secure. This is particularly significant given the 
military' background of the men who form the council, and 
because the principle of exchanging land for peace is central to 
current diplomatic efforts to launch a peace-making process. 

It is also significant that some of the members of the council 
oppose the establishment of a Palestinian state, or wish to 
maintain some sort of Israeli military presence in the occupied 
territories. While we do not share these views, we appreciate 
that they are an inevitable part of the psyche of an Israeli 
people that must come to grips with the fact of Its own 
untenable and predatory deeds. Just as it too k the Arab states 
and the Palestinians about 25 years to come to grips with the 
reality of Israel and with the concept of partitioning Palestine 
into Arab and Jewish states, so will it take time for the Israelis 
to adjust to the fact that they must relinquish the occupied 
territories and live peacefully alongside a self-determinant 
Palestinian people. The Israelis will not come out tomorrow 
and accept the principle of full withdrawal and Palestinian 
national self-determination. But they must indicate that they 
are capable of travelling down that road. The new council of 
old Israeli generals is precisely such an indication — all the 
more relevant because its founders are military men who have 
come to terms with the limits of militarism, and who have 
recognised that security emanates from the application of 
justice for all, and not from the illusory strength of arms. 

The larger question which remains unanswered is: Do these 
enlightened warriors represent only an aberrant fringe in 
Israel, or are they indicative of which way the majority of 
Israelis are prepared to move, in the face of the Palestinian 
uprising? As we have done since the tom of the century* we 
await an answer to this fundamental question. For peace wiD 
only reign when justice is done, and when the Israelis and 
Palestinians can enjoy reciprocal and equal national rights in 
. the land of Palestine.

Time for deregulation? 


THE PURPOSE of any regulation, or intervention in economic 
behaviour is supposedly meant for the public good. Therefore, it is 
only fair to ask: What is good for the public in preventing 
commercial banks bom paying reasonable interest on current 
accounts and deposits on demand? The wisdom of this regulation is 
questionable. 

At one time, commercial banks used to pay up to 5 per cent per 
annum on sizeable current accounts. Suddenly the Central Bank 
decided to impose a ceiling of 2 per cent of interest rate payable on 
such accounts. The ceiling was subsequently raised to 4 per cent and 
then lowered to 3 per cent, all on arbitrary baas. In most cases 
commercial bank paid none on these accounts citing Central Bank 
orders. 

The Central Bank decided to intervene in this respect at a time 
when inflation was mounting. Its real purpose was well known: 
Influencing the money supply by pushing it downward, at least from 
a statistical point of view. Money supply consists of two compo- 
nents: currency in circulation and checking accounts with commer- 
cial banks. The Central Bank thought that inflation would not be 
blamed on its policy or lack of it. if the money supply was not 
growing that fast. 

The Central Bank reasoned at the time that lowering interest 
rates payable on current and demand accounts would of course 
convince customers to shift from this form of deposits to time 
deposits. To a certain extent the negative incentive worked, and the 
Central Bank was in a position to claim that it was controlling the 
money supply and consequently suppressing inflationary pressures. 

However this policy outlived' its original purpose, whether stated 
or implied. The rate of growth in money supply has already 


dropped from the level of 25 percent per annum when the measure 
was taken, to very low rates in the 1st five years of economic 
recession. 


In reality, the purpose of the regulation has changed. It is now 
securing free or cheap funds for the commercial banks at the 
expense of the public. Such funds are now in excess of JD 300 
million. At least half this amount would be earning interest if the 
Central Bank ceiling was removed. 

Commercial banks do not maintain 100 per cent idle cash to meet 
current accounts. The funds are actually invested in bonds and 
interbank deposits at rates of interest rarupng from 7.5 to 8-5 per 
cent. There is no harm if part of tins yield was passed os to those 
who deserve it, namely the owners of the money. 

It is not a secret that commercial banks, finance corporations and 
big depositors are getting around the regulation. They open time 
deposit accounts or deposits under one month or she months notice, 
with z gentleman agreement that the customer would have the 
right to withdraw funds at any time without penalty. In other 
words, these accounts are time deposits in form, and on demand in 
reality. Only small depositors and the few basks who respect the 
regulation and abide by restrictions are 


Public interest and customers good do not call for preventing 
banks from paying reasonable interest on current accounts. This 
restriction should be removed along with all restrictions that we 
imposed on ourselves with no justification. Competition between 
banks is useful to the public and should be promoted. The notion 
that banks should be protected from their own management is no 
more acceptable. 


First no to land for peace, 


now no to peace for land

BOSTON — The current effort 
to find a way to peace in the 
Middle East faces a frustrating 
irony. Israel and the Arabs have 
to a' degree exchanged the posi- 
tions they held for many years. 

From the founding of the state 
in 1948, Israel sought face-to-face 
negotiation with its neighbours. 
The government repeatedly de- 
clared itself ready to meet with 
any Arab leaders, to talk without 
conditions. The Arabs spurned 
the idea. They would not meet or 
talk with Israeli officials. Indeed 
they often refused to use the 
word "Israel,” speaking instead 
of “the Zionist entity” or some 
such thing. 

In the war of June 1967. Israel 
captured the West Bank, the 
Golan Heights, Gaza and the 
Sinai. It then again sought direct 
talks. The nearly universal view 
in Israel was that the territories 
should be returned in a negoti- 
ated exchange for peace and 
security. U.N. Security Council 
Resolution 242 embraced that 
concept. 

Again the Arab response was 
rejection. At the Khartoum sum- 
mit meeting later in 1967, leaders 
of the Arab states adopted as 
their policy toward Israel what 
came to be called the Three No's: 
no negotiation, no peace, no rec- 


ognition. 

That position has been trans- 
formed in recent years. In 1977 
President Anwar Sadat went to 
Jerusalem. With the help of Pres- 
ident Jimmy Carter, he and 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
reached the Camp David agree- 
ments. Egypt and Israel signed a 
peace treaty, and Israel withdrew 
from the Sinai. It was exactly the 
formula Israel had envisaged: 
The exchange of land for peace. 

No other Arab leader has made 
a dramatic gesture like Sadat's. 
But gradually tite other neigh- 
bours have come to accept the 
inescapable reality of Israel. 
Their leaders no longer use in- 
sulting evasions to describe the 
state. In Amman and Damascus 
they speak of “the government of 
Israel." Jordan. Syria and the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion have all said -they, are ready 
to negotiate with Israel in Use 
framework of an international 
conference. All have indicated 
that they are prepared to negoti- 
ate on the land-for-peace for- 
mula. 

Yasser Arafat, the PLO chair- 
man, reiterated recently that he 
accepts Resolution 242, with its 
call for Israeli withdrawal from, 
occupied territory to "secure and 
recognised” borders. He said the 
PLO's policy is “land for peace.” 


But as the Arab parties have 
moved in one direction, the 
Israeli government has moved in 
the other — away from the princi- 
ples that it established long ago. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
rejects the Land-for-peace princi- 
ple. He rejects the proposed in- 
ternational conference. He re- 
jects Resolution 242 as the world 
understands it, claiming that 
Israel's obligation under it was 
met by withdrawal from the 
Sinai. (Everyone involved in its 
passage says it applies to all the 
occupied territories). 

When be was in the United Sta- 
tes, Shamir emphasised his objec- 
tions to the possible procedures 
of an international conference 
and to the timetable of Secretary 
of State George Shultz's peace 
plan. Those are fair points. But 
they are really irrelevant so long 
as Shamir rejects any farther 
withdrawal from occupied terri- 
tory. That would remove the sub- 
ject matter from any negotiating 
table. 

Israel refuses to talk with a 
crucial party on the Arab side, 
the PLO. Four months of protest 
in the West Bank and Gaza have 
made clearer than ever that 
Palestinians see it as their 
spokesman. 

The objection to negotiating 
with the PLO is that it carries out 
“terrorism," like its recent attack 


on a Chilian bus near Dimona in 
Israel. But peace often requires 
negotiation between parties with 
each other's blood on their hands 
— the Sandinists and the contras, 
tor example. The first step in the 
Middle East negotiating process 
would logically be the cessation 
of armed attacks of any kind. 

But, sceptics will ask, can the 
Arabs be believed? Doesn't the 
PLO covenant still call for a 
secular Palestinian state where 
Israel is now?

Yehoshafat Harkabi, the for- 
mer chief of Israeli military in- 
telligence, answers that a dream 
of Israel's disappearance may 
continue, but that in practice 
Jordan and the PLO have ad- 
justed to die realistic need for 
"political accommodation.” And 
Israel must seize the opportunity 
that presents, he says: 

"What is important to us is that 
the goal of eliminating Israel 
ceases to be ‘policy,* as disting- 
uished from ‘grand design.’ There 
is no way of extinguishing a peo- 
ple's vicious dreams, which are 
liable to persist even after politic- 
al accommodation. A political 
settlement eventually uproots the 
vicious dreams and cancels them 
out, while lack of political accom- 
modation establishes and rein- 
forces them” — The New York 
Times. 


IT is clear that U.S. Secretary of State George Shultz's min d is made 
up before he embarks on his coming Middle East tour. In a statement 
in Washington Shultz defended Israel’s repressive measures and 
practices in the occupied West Bank and the Gaza Strip claiming that 
they were within Israel's security responsibilities and designed to 
keep order. His statement coincided with one coming from Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir in which Shamir issued new threats 
against the Palestinians. Shultz said that the projected international 
conference would have a limited role and wfl] not affect Israel's direct 
talks with its neighbours. He said so while realising that the Arabs are 
adhering to their own idea of convening an international conference 
under U.N. auspices with foil powers to bring about a lasting 
settlement. Following the statement, a State Department official said 
that Washington hoped that Shultz would have quick responses to his 
new initiative from the concerned parties. It is use fill to remind 
Washington of basic facts, namely that Israeli practices are consi- 
dered as crimes against the Palestinians and that the Arabs are and 
will continue to be firmly committed to the idea of an international 
conference with full powers to bring about a lasting peace. 

A1 Dustour: Better with U.S. blessing 

ISRAEL has found encouragement for pursuing its atrocities against 
the Arabs in U.S. officials* statements concerning the situation in the 
occupied territories. In fact, Israel does not need any encouragement 
to pursue its present policies which aim at uprooting the Palestinians 
from their homeland because Israeli troops are maintaining a policy 
of oppression and murder against the Arab population with or 
without American consent. Following a statement from the U.S. 
assistant secretary of state the Israelis committed a massacre at Idna, 
a village near Hebron, following similar atrocities committed in other 
parts of the occupied Palestinian land- Israeli soldiers have been 
intent on carrying on their killing of people and breaking the arms 
and legs of youths over the past three months and the U.S. which had 
supported Israel’s practices ail along has now come out openly in 
support of the Zionist measures. Most importantly, the world 
community cannot issue any verbal condemnation of Israel's prac- 
tices because the Zionist stale is well protected by Washington at the 
Security Council. But it is strange to hear U.S. support for such 
atrocities at a time when U.S. Secretary of State George Shultz 
prepares for his coming tour in the Middle East. We call on Arab 
governments to openly ask Shultz to give them a dear cut American 
policy with regard to peace efforts and objectives.

DESPITE Israel's military machine and its terrorist practices against 
the Arab people of Palestine, the oppressed population is continuing 
a glorious uprising, and a persistent revolt against the occupation. 
Israel, in pursuing its atrocities in the occupied lands is disregarding 
all calls for an end to the crimes and all bids for peace because it relies 
heavily on U.S. support at world forums and American military and 
economic assistance to maintain its occupation. What is required is a 
concerted Arab effort at all levels worldwide and particularly in foe 
United States to expose Israel's repressive measures and terrorism 
being practised every day against the Arab population. If the United 
Stales continues to ignore the facts and keep a blind eye to what is 
happening in the occupied Arab territories then it does not give any 
regard whatsoever to the question of human rights that it is claiming 
to defend. The Arabs are determined to bring about peace but they 
feel disappointed with the U.S. whose officials claim that Israel has 
foe right to quell anti-Israeli protests in a manner that has been 
practised by Israeli troops. A united Arab front in the face of these 

challenges is wanted now more than ever before.

LIKE CASSANDRA, foe Greek 
prophetess of doom and destruc- 
tion, the vast majority of Israeli 
Jewish citizens, government lead- 
ers and even Diaspora Jews have 
already said Kadaish (the prayer 
for the dead) over Jewish-Arab 
relations. 

The uprising on the West Bank 
and Gaza strongly confirms, for 
this chorus of Cassandras, that 
harmonious Jewish-Arab rela- 
tions were an illusory and un- 
attainable dream in our lifetime. 
In unison, they declare that 
Israeli Arabs have foiled the “lit- 
mus test” of loyalty to foe State 
of Israel by demonstrating foeir 
solidarity with foeir Palestinian 
brothers. 

An entire community of 
700,000 Israeli Arabs are conde- 
mned and considered collectively 
guilty when a handful of social 
misfits commit violent acts thre- 
atening the public safety of all 
citizens, Jews and Arabs alike. 
The ubiquitous national and in- 
ternational media magnify, these 
isolated incidents of anti-social 
behaviour, thereby distorting 
reality. 

A snowball is now in motion. It 
is time to confront Cassandra’s 
cry before it is too late and Israeli 
society witnesses a self-fulfilled 
prophecy of doom. 

It is neither a new phenomenon 
nor a radical turning point when 
Israel's Arabs conduct a non- 
violent strike to identify with 
foeir Palestinian brethren. Dur- 
ing foe past 20 years of occupa- 
tion, Israeli Arabs have consis- 
tently answered, in numerous 
surveys and forums, “yes" to a 
Palestinian state and “no” to 
immigrating to this new state. 
Peace Day (December 21), Land 
Day (March 30), and other strike 
days will continue to be declared 
by Israel's Arab dozens. 

In the Wadi Ara area, a model 
for maintaining public safety dur- 


ing these days of heightened ten- 
sion has been established by 
veteran co-existence activist and 
Interns for Peace board member 
Mahmud Yunis. A joint Jewish- 
Arab Peace Patrol presently 
polices this major artery leading 
to the Galilee. 

The fact that foe uprising has 
occurred is not a measure of foe 
effectiveness of groups seeking 
Jewish-Arab coexistence. None 
of them ever operated on the 
West Bank or in Gaza as all of 
them were founded on foe princi- 
ple that true cooperation can only 
be established between two peo- 
ples who are equal. 


other countries. In political 
terms, the Jewish majority of 
Israel is a besieged and 
threatened minority in foe Mid- 
dle East 

Israeli Arabs walk the tight- 
rope between bring citizens who 
want to remain with full rights in 
the State of Israel, and being part 
of foe Palestinian people who 
want to identify with their 
brothers on the West Bank and in 
Gaza. Hence, Israeli Jews feel, 
think and act as if they are the 
minority and as if Israeli Arabs 
and their Palestinian relatives are 
foe majority. 

The confrontation between

In fact, during foe first 1 00 days 
of the uprising, there has been no 

measurable decrease in Israeli 

Arab participation in such groups. 
Israeli Arabs continue to be 
steadfast supporters of program- 
mes fostering better majority- 
minority relations. On the other 
hand, Israeli Jewish involvement 
has dramatically decreased — in 
some cases by more than 50 per 
cent. 


This outright rejection by the 
Jewish majority and forthright 
acceptance by the Arab minority 
of coexistence follows foe norma- 
tive pattern of majority-minority 
relations: Namely, in every nati- 
on-state, the "minority” is always 
more desirous of positive interac- 
tion than is foe “majority.’' Yet, 
Israel’s Jewish majority and Arab 
minority are unique. 


Comprising 82 per cent of all 
citizens in the country, Israeli 
Jews have been a majority for 40 
years but a minority for over 
2.000 years, bearing deep and 
fresh psychological wounds from 
the Holocaust and from persecu- 
tion in North Africa, Yemen and 


Israeli Jews and Palestinian 
Arabs taker new and more vio- 
lent turns everyday. The ongoing 
conflagration on the West Bank 
and Gaza is spilling across Israel’s 
pre-’67 borders. As each new 
incident is announced, Israeli 
Jews understandably — albeit un- 
justifiably — become more rein- 
forced in their fear and antagon- 
ism towards all Arabs, whether or 
not they are foeir fellow citizens. 

Last year. Interns for Peace’s 
Education for Democracy pro- 
ject, an effort fully endorsed by 
the ministry of education and con- 
ducted during school hours, 
brought together over 7,000 
Israeli Jewish and Israeli Arab 
pupils in various monthly, action- 
oriented activities. 

This year, in mid-January, 
when a Kibbutz school bus was 
attacked with a Molotov cocktail 
in Wadi Ara, foe Jewish parents 
of Kfar Sava became wary of 
sending their children to an in- 
teractive programme in the 
neighbouring Arab city of Tira. 
Only 20 of foe usual 40 Jewish 
pupils got off foe Kfar Sava bus 
when it arrived. Disappointed, 


many of the Arab children began 
to cry when they saw that foeir 
“partners” had not come to visit 
them. Natan Kedem, principal of 
Kfar Sava’s Sharon School, and 
Mohammed Qashua, principal of 
Tira’s A1 Omariya School, were 
also upset. 

Kedem called each of foe pa- 
rents who had kept foeir children 
from participating: “You should 
allow your child to go,” he urged. 
"Do not teach them 'ghetto* fear. 
We are at home in this state." At 
the next such programme, 34 oat 
of 40 pupils from Kfar Sava came 
to visit foeir Arab Mends in Tira. 

Jews and Arabs are either 
going to learn bow to cooperate 
and coexist together or die 
together. The uprising demons- 
trates that major changes in hu- 
man history are often initiated by 
the people — especially by youth 
— and that tire leaders safely 
follow behind. If there is to be a 
reconciliation of these two peo- 
ples, we have to start with Israel’s 
shabab — foe youth, Jewish and 
Arab — by changing their 
perceptions of each other. This is 
a difficult and timexonsaniing 
process. Bat, then, there are no 
easy answers or quick solutions to 
resolving human conflicts. 

Only by learning how to relate 
to their fellow Israeli Arab 
dozens will foe Israeli Jewish 
majority be able to bridge the 
ever-widening gap between them 
and the Palestinians on the West 
Bank and Gaza, as well as those 
in the Arab World. 

As David Shipler writes in his 
Pulitzer Prize-winning book, 
Arab and Jew: Wounded Spirits 

in the Promised Land: “Whatev- 
er happens in war or diplomacy, 
whatever territory is won or lost, 
whatever accommodation or 
compromises are finally made, 
the future g uaran tees that Arabs 
and Jews will remain dose neigh- 
bours in this weary land, entang- 
led in each other's fears. They 
will not escape from one another. 
They wifi not find peace in 
treaties, or in victories. They will, 
find it, if at all, by looking into 
each other's eyes.”

Admiration for a courageous stand 

EXCERPTS of your speech made to the annual conference of the 
Pan a rfi an -Israeli committee on March 10 appeasing tn theJwdan 
Tunes on March 23, 1988 prompted me to take the liberty of 
addressing this letter to Your Excellency to express m> admira- 
tion for your courageous stand on the uprising m the occupied 

“A generation bred under occupation has declared ^ de:er- 
minatiod to resist. One fears that physically crushing tt could hare 
even more tragic results than the persistence of 
no turning back.” As so dearly stated by you, and 
dearly this is a national liberation movement (popularly mown 
as Intifada). This Intifada, is the resistance by people under 
occupation, to die occupying forces. A legitimate right granted y 
the U.N. Universal Declaration of Human Rights and foe 
subsequent proclamation of the U.N. General Assembly. 

It is worthwhile to recall that in 1973. foe General Assembly of 
foe U.N. further proclaimed the following basic principles of foe 
legal status of combatants struggling against colonial and alien 
domination of racist regimes. These principles are: 

1) The struggle of peoples under colonial and alien domination 
and racist regimes for foe implementation of foeir right to 
selfHtetermmatioa and independence is legitimate and in full 
accordance with foe principles of international law. 

2) Any attempt to suppress the struggle against such domina- 
tion anH against racist regimes is incompatible with the Charter, 
the Declaration on Principles of International Law concerning 
Friendiv Relations and Cooperation among states in accordance 
with the Charter of the U.N., the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights and constitutes a threat to international peaoe and 
security. 

3) Armed conflicts involving the struggle of peoples against 
colonial and alien domination and racist regimes are to be 
regarded as international armed conflicts in the sense at the 1949 
Geneva Convention, and the legal status envisaged to apply totbe 
combatants in there conventions and other international instru- 
ments is to apply to the persons engaged in such struggle. 

4) The combatants struggling against colonial and alien 
domination and racist regimes captured as prisoners are to be 
accorded the status of prisoners of war and foeir treatment should 
be in accordance with the provisions of foe third Geneva 
Convention of 12fo August 1949. 

5) The use of mercenaries by colonial and racist regimes against 
foe national liberation movements struggling for foeir freedom 
and independence from colonialism and alien domination is 
considered to be a criminal act 

6) The violation of the legal status of the combatants -struggling 
a gains t colonial and alien domination and racist regimes in foe 
course of armed conflicts entails full responsibility in accordance 
with the norms of international laws. 

Israel, though a signatory to foe Geneva Conventions of 2949, 
is not abiding by its articles, and your recommendation that Israel 
abide by these conventions is most opportune, especially your 
plea that they show vision and com passion and the strength to 
make decisions required to ensure that Palestinians are treated 
more humanely and that human rights are respected in the 
territories. 

Your statement of the Canadian policy towards this question is 
commendable, especially your stand on the human rights issue 
which you say foe Canadian people see as “neither divisible nor 
negotiable." 

Last but not least, your upholding of the position that the 
“Palestinians have legitimate individual and collective rights, 
including those to a homeland within a clearly defined territory, 
foe West Bank and Gaza Strip..." goes for to translate your clear 
perception of the situation in foe occupied territories, due to the 
intransigence of the Israeli government on this matter.

Shamir's discomfort 


The following column by Row- 
land Evans and Robert Novak 
headlined \ appeared in the 

Washington Post of March 21: 

YITZHAK Shamir’s breakfast in 
George Shultz's house last 
Wednesday started off cozily 
enough, but warmth turned to ice 
when the secretary of state 
showed his guest what President 
Reagan would say if foe Israeli 
prime minister continued to re- 
fuse to accept the American 
peace plan. 

Shamir “almost popped,” by 
one account, when he realised 
Reagan would put the monkey on 
his back later that day in words 
carefully stripped of overt U.S. 
criticism of him or Israel. Those 
who spurn the U.S. peace plan, 
said Reagan, “need to answer to 
themselves and their peoples as 
to why they turned it down,” not 
to foe United States. 

That formulation hinted that in 
their upcoming election the “peo- 
ple” of Israel would change the 
mind of Shamir and his Likud 
Party, now committed to territo- 
rial expansion. Shultz's warning 
was backed by highly placed 
Israelis and leaders of foe Jewish 
lobby here. They worried that 
Shamir would go home and 
claim, as we were told, to be “the 
winner in my meeting with 
Reagan.” 

What first concerned some 

people in foe pro-Israeli lobby, 
both on and off Capitol Hill, was 
President Reagan’s speech to foe 
United Jewish Appeal earlier 
last week. Seemingly oblivious to- 
foe effect that his standard paean 
to Israel might have in the con- 
text of foe battle over Shultz’s 
peace plan, the president 
appeared to be pressing kisses 
and an olive branch on Shamir. 
That was no signal for a shootout. 

Shamir’s own appearance be- 
fore the UJA had also been re- 
ceived with boisterous enthu- 
siasm. Although any Israeli prime 
minister under any circumstances 
would be guaranteed just such a 
reception, some believed Shamir 
would use the Reagan speech and 
his-own UJA acclaim to boast on 
returning home that "all foe Jews 
in America and president himself 
are behind me.” 

Shultz was advised that Shamir 

could not be permitted to return 
home a hero. Hie may have 
needed no warnmg. He knew that 
if Shamir could make a claim of 
victory stick he would consolidate 


Likud’s hold on foe cabinet and 
downgrade Foreign Minister Shi- 
mon Peres’ Labour Party. 

Shultz decided not to give Sha- 
mir another bouquet he really 
wanted from his visit: A memor- 
andum of agreement on foe so- 
called “strategic 1 ' relationship be- 
tween Washington and Jeru- 
salem. The reason was similar: 
Shamir would use it as proof that 
foe U.S. peace plan was only 
propaganda and politics and that 
the reality of U.S. sentiment was 
the memorandum. 

Shultz did make a few conces- 
sions, but since what Shamir 
wanted was the peace plan dead, 
Shultz could not give enough. He 
■addressed Shamir’s alarms about 
the Soviets having too much pow- 
er in the proposed international 
conference by promising it could 
not be convened without agree- 
ment by both cosponsors. Shamir 
shrugged. 

He offered a signed under- 
standing with Israel spelling out a 
common U.S-Israel position on ■ 
certain aspects of the internatiou- ■ 
al conference. Sh amir said no. 
The reason was that he feared an 
agreement might make to look as 
though be was starting to desert 
his party's anti-conference posi- 
tion.

Shultz “hopes to spark re- 
newed interest in early deci- 
sions’’ by the parties on the 
proposal,” be said. “He will be 
seeking positive public state- 
ments about tbe U.S. proposal, 
and in his own statements, he 
will be stressing that our initia- 
tive presents an opportunity for 
peace that should not be 
missed.” 

He reiterated tbe administra- 
tion’s view that tbe U.S. initia- 
tive “is and remains an inte- 
grated package. No part can be 
removed or changed without 
destroying its essential balance. 
As foe president said, we will 
not slice this initiative apart and 
will not abandon it.” 

"The basic fact remains that 
no party has said ‘no’ to the 
United States on the U.S. in- 
itiative. That includes all the 
parties we've been dealing 
with, including President Hafez 
AJ Assad of Syria,” he de- 
clared. “Each one of the parties 
has agreed to the secretary’s 
coming out again, has wel- 
comed tbe opportunity to have 
further discussions with the 
secretary of state on foe peace 
process, and no one has told the 
United States that foe negotiat- 
ing ball is no longer in play.” 
When a reporter asked if 
Shultz will be asking leaden in 
the region for a public “yes" or 
"no” to the U.S. proposal, foe 
official replied: “We would be 
delighted to get a definitive 
’yes’ from foe parties to this 
proposal.” 

“I don't think the secretary is 
going to be pushing the parties 
for a ‘yes’ or ’no’,” the official 
added. “His initial approach on 
this trip is to get a reading from 
them on exactly bow their 
thinking has evolved, how their 
position has evolved.” 

He said Shultz would certain- 
ly try to encourage Jordan/ 1 
Israel and tbe other parties “to ' 
rapidly, evolve their thinking 
and their position and their 
dedskm-making on this propos- 


al so that we can get affirmative 
responses to move this process 
forward.” 

‘‘Misunderstandings* 

— Asserting that some of the 
‘ criticisms voiced about the U.S. 
initiative “are either based on 
misunderstandings or mis- 
perceptions of what the propos- 
al actually entails and what it 
means,” the official said three 
issues are central to the process 
of bringing about negotiations 
between Israel and the Arabs: 
— A properly structured inter- 
national conference, 

— Palestinian representation, 
and 

— Hie meaning of United Na- 
tions Security Council Resolu- 
tion 242. 

“The conference that some 
are opposing is simply not the 
conference we are proposing, 
and that should be absolutely 
dear,” the senior offidal said. 
“Under the procedures set out 
under our proposal, the parties 
would move quickly to direct 
negotiations within a properly 
structured international confer- 
ence. 

“The conference we propose 
would not impose solutions, 
nor would it have any veto 
authority/' he explained in out- 
lining foe U.S. initiative in 
some detail. “It would launch 
direct negotiations and would 
receive reports from the parties 
to the negotiations in a manner 
to be agreed by the panies 
themselves. 

“Those invited to the confer- 
ence must accept U.N. Security 
Council Resolutions 242 and 338 
as the basis of negotiations, and 
must renounce violence and 
terrorism," be emphasised. 

Under the U.S. proposal, the 
secretary general of the United 
Nations would be asked to issue 
invitations to foe parties in- 
volved in the Arab-israeli con- 
flict and to the five permanent 
members of the U.N. Security 
Council. 

Palestinian representation 

On Palestinian representa- 
tion, the senior official said: 
“Everyone agreed that the 
Palestinians are a party to the 
Arab-israeli conflict who must 
be represented at every stage of 
tbe negotiating process. Every- 
one also agrees that a settle- 
t m^nt must r address the iegiti- 
‘ mate rights, of .ih£ Palestinian 
people in the same way that it 
addresses the legitimate rights 
of the other negotiating parties. 


Those who come to negotiate 
must be of good will and be 
interested in peace. 

Under the U.S. proposal, he 
said, Palestinian representa- 
tives would participate in nego- 
tiations as part of the joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delega- 
tion and the Palestinian issue 
would be addressed in direct 
negotiations between tbe Israeli 
delegation and the Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation. 

The meaning of U.N. Secur- 
ity Council Resolution 242 "is 
tbe primary substantive issue 
confronting the parries,” he de- 
clared. “It’s important because 
the parties must understand foe 
accepted basis for negotiations 
and must share essentially the 
same view of what foe para- 
meters of a final settlement 
must be. 

‘Territory for peace 

“Clearly, one of (Resolution) 
242’s central principles is nego- 
tiations involving an exchange 
of territory for peace,” the offi- 
cial pointed out, “The U.S. 
position is that in return for 
peace, the withdrawal provision 
of 242 applies to all fronts, 
including the West Bank, Gaza 
and the Golan Heights." 

Stressing that the U.S. 
approach is “a comprehensive 
one,” foe official said it was “a 
negotiating approach that in- 
volves settlements on all of 
Israel’s borders, including 
Lebanon. Syria and Jordan.” 
In foe U.S. view, he said, 
“tbe extent to which Israel 
should be asked to give up 
territory will be heavily affected 
by the extent of true peace and 
normalisation and the security 
arrangements offered in re- 
turn." 

Tbe senior official said Shultz 
would not be “soliciting specific 
meetings with Palestinians" 
during his forthcoming trip, but 
he remains “very willing” to 
meet with Palestinians repre- 
sentatives. 

He emphasised that “it is really 
up to the Arab ride” to define 
the issue of which Palestinians 
will be included in a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delega- 
tion that will sit down and 
negotiate with Israel. 

“The point we’re making is,” 
he said, “if there is a real 
political will to engage in nego- 
tiations on the part of the Arabs 
and the Palestinians, that foe 
'choice of those individuals 
^should be such that they don’t 
drive the Israeli ride away from 
foe negotiating table.”

Iran said to want France to deport dissident cleric 


BEIRUT (AP) — Iran has asked 
France to deport an anti-Iranian 
Shi’ite Muslim deric as a precon- 
dition for its help in releasing 
French hostages held in Lebanon, 
foe weekly AJ Shiran magazine 
reported Saturday. 

It said negotiations between 
Paris and Tehran for foe release 
of French diplomats Marcel Car- 
ton and Marcel Fontaine and 
journalist Jeau-Paul Kauffmann 
“have made big progress." 

The magazine added: “It is 
very likely that the French au- 
thorities would deport Ayatollah 
Mabdi Rouhani in return for the 
release of foe three hostages." 

Iran’s “main aim at present is 
foe deportation of Rouhani,” foe 
mufti of tbe Shi’ites in Europe, 
the weekly reported. 

A1 Shiraa gained international 
famfi in November 1986 when it 


made the first disclosure chat the 
United States was secretly selling 
arms to Iran in return for foe 
release of American hostages 
held by pro-Iranian extremists. 

Rouhani, who has lived in 
France for several years, is 
known for bis opposition to Iran’s 
aging patriarch. Ayatollah 
RuhoUah Khomeini. 

He caused a stir earlier this 
year when he announced that 
Imam Musa Sadr, missing spir- 
itual bead of Lebanon’s Shi’ite 
sect, would appear in Egypt soon. 

Mnsa Sadr mysteriously 
vanished during a visit to Libya in 
1978. Lebanese Shi'ites accused 
Libya of holding him. The Li- 
byans denied that 
The Iranian- backed Hizbollah 
(Party of God) has attacked 
Rouhani and accused him of 
“fabricating’-' reports about Musa 


Sadr’s return. 

Ai Shiraa's report fuelled spe- 
culation that Iran and France 
were negotiating for foe hostages' 
release. 

Despite unequivocal French 
denials, speculation heightened 
March 24 when a French court, 
citing lack of evidence, released 
a Lebanese Shi’ite held on suspi- 
cion of involvement in bombings 
in Paris in 1986. 

Beirut newspapers last week 
linked the release of Mohammad 
Mouhajer with “secret negotia- 
tions” reported to be under way 
for tbe release of the Frenchmen. 

Hezbollah, made up of radical 
Shi’ites loyal to Khomeini, is be- 
lieved to be an umbrella group 
for pro-Iranian factions holding 
hostages in Lebanon. 

One of these, Islamic Jihad, 
rlflims jr holds Carton, Fontaine 


and Kauffmann. who were kid- 
napped in west Beirut in 198S. 

The group claimed March 5, 
1986, that it had killed another 
French captive, researcher 
Michel Seurat, kidnapped with 
Kauffmann, in retaliation for 
France’s deportation of two pro- 
Iranian Iraqi Shi’ite dissidents to 
Baghdad. Bnt no body has been 
found. 

Eighteen other foreigners are 
missing in Lebanon — nine 
Americans, three Britons, a West 
German, an Italian, an Irishman, 
an Indian and two unidentified 
men. 

Rouhani said Saturday he was 
unaware of any demands by Iran 
that he be expelled from France. 
But he said he was ready to go. 

Rouhani said he did not know 
Al Shiraa and could not judge foe 
veracity of its article. 


talk about appropriate Palesti- 
nians, that's what we mean.” he 
explained. “I think that's a very 
reasonable approach toward 
.negotiations involving this 
issue.” 

He said the Israelis had made 
very dear their opposition to 
foe participation of foe Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) in an international con- 
ference or in direct peace nego- 
tiations with Israel. “That is 
why we think our formula is a 
reasonably balanced approach 
to overcome the problem of 
who represents the Palesti- 
nians. 

“If this process evolves furth- 
er, obviously this issue is going 
to have to be faced directly and 
early on. And that is foe role of 
foe Arab side — especially 
King Hussein and President 
Mubarak — to work out the 
arrangements for the composi- 
tion of foe Palestinian delega- 
tion," foe senior official said. 
“You can't prejudge that at this 
point.” 

“Tbe PLO knows very well 
what foe conditions are for par- 
ticipation in foe international 
conference,” foe official said in 
response to persistent ques- 
tioning from Arab journalists. 
“The PLO also knows very well 
what the conditions are to enter 
into a dialogue with foe United 
States — acceptance of 242, 338 
and recognise the right of the 
state of Israel to exist. 

He said Chairman Yasser 
Arafat's statements that the 
PLO accepts Resolutions 242, 
338 and all other relevant U.N. 
resolutions were unacceptable 
because “no one knows what he 
means by that,” and it creates 
“a huge loophole because if you 
put all U.N. resolutions into foe 
equation, many of them cancel 
each other out ... and some of 
them are very partisan in nature 
vis-a-vis the state of Israel. So 
really, that is not the proper 
basis for the PLO to move 
forward.” 

During Shultz’s forthcoming 
visit, tbe situation on the West 
Bank and Gaza will be also be 
discussed, the official said. 
“The secretary’s basic approach 
to that very important issue is 
that there really is not a military 
solution; to foe unrest in the 
occupied territories, but only a 
political solution/’ 

The question of Saudi Ara- 
bia’s acquisition of Chinese- 
made intermediate-range ballis- 
tic missiles is also expected to 
be a subject of conversation 
during tbe secretary's trip, foe 
official said. 


Ex-generals 
of Israel to 
press for 
peace in 
return for 
territories 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — 
Eleven ex-generals and seoior 
officers of foe Israeli army, led 
by former chief of military 
intelligence Ahron Yariv, have 
formed an organisation to 
press the Israeli government to 
accept the principle of ex- 
changing territories for peace, 
the Jerusalem Post reported 
Friday. 

The Council for Peace and 
Security declared at its opening 
session at Tel Aviv University 
fast week that Israel could 
withdraw from foe territories 
and still remain secure. 

“We have foe technology to 
confront Arab armies on the 
battlefields of the future even 
if we give up the territories,” 
said Motri Hod, the former 
commander ' of tbe air force 
and foe current chairman of 
Israel Aircraft Industries. “I 
am willing to give up territory 
as long as we have four or five 
early warning stations.” 

While sharing a commitment 
to “territorial compromise,” the 
council’s members offered 
varying opinions on the future 
control of the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

Hod rejected foe establish- 
ment of a Palestinian state 
between Israel and Jordan. 
Yariv, head of the Jaffee Cen- 
tre for Strategic Studies at the 
university, proposed that Israel 
should be allowed to retain a 
small military force in the terri- 
tories. although the territories 
would be under foreign politic- 
al control. 

Among the other members 
of the organisation are Yitzhak 
Hofi, former head of the Mos- 
sad; Avraham Adan, the 
national police comptroller; 
and Moshe Amirav, who was 
forced to leave Herat recently 
after meeting with leading 
Palestinians. 

Yariv said the council plan- 
ned to spread the idea of ter- 
ritorial compromise through 
the media and through lectures 
and seminars.

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Peking sends 

special envoy 
to S. Arabia 

PEKING (Agencies) — China has sent a special 
envoy to meet King Fahd of Saudi Arabia and 
indicated they would discuss the Gulf war between 
Iran and Iraq. 


The official New China News 
Agency (NCNA) said Saturday 
that Deputy Foreign Minister Qi 
Huai yuan, acting as special envoy 
for President Li Xiannian, flew 
from Istanbul to Saudi Arabia 
Friday. 

“China and Saudi Arabia have 
not established diplomatic rela- 
tions yet but bilateral relations 
have been strengthened in recent 
years." the agency commented. 

Qi is the highest-ranking 
Chinese offidal to visit Saudi 
Arabia, it said. 

It disclosed that Saudi Arabia's 
agriculture minister visited China 
“nor long ago” and delivered two 
messages from King Fahd to 
President Li on the Gulf war and 
the Middle East. 

China’s envoy would give Li's 
reply to King Fahd, the agency 
added. 

Last week China revealed it 
had sold powerful medium-range 
missiles to Saudi Arabia, its first 
sale of such ground-to-ground 
rockets. 

The sale raised protests from 
the United States which saw it as 
further surface-to-surface missile 
proliferation. 

Western diplomats said the 
issue would complicate Sino-U.S. 
relations, already troubled by Chi- 
na's alleged sales of Silkworm 
missiles to Iran. 

China has also sold large quan- 
tities of weapons to Iraq during 
the eight-year-old Gulf war. 
Western diplomats say. 

U.S. removes Horan 

In a related development, the 
United States said Friday it has 
removed its ambassador to Saudi 
Arabia but denied a report the 
decision was provoked by the 
Saudi purchase of Chinese mis- 
siles or taken at King Fahd's 
request. 

State Department spokes- 
woman Phyllis Oakley told repor- 
ters that Hume Horan, U.S. 
ambassador to Saudi Arabia since 
last September, was in Washing- 
ton “in consultations” with senior 


State Department officials and 
would not return to his post. 

“He will be here for the next 
week or so... he is leaving his 
post,” she said. No replacement 
has been named. 

A senior U.S. official, who 
requested anonymity, said the 
decision to recall Horan was 
made before Washington knew of 
China's missile sales to Saudi 
Arabia, but acknowledged ten- 
sions had existed between Horan 
and Saudi leaders. 

A third U.S. official denied a 
newspaper report King Fahd had 
asked Washington to replace 
Horan. 

“The Saudis did nor specifically 
ask us to remove him/' he said, 
adding the recall was unlikely to 
harm a planned visit to Saudi 
Arabia by Secretary of State 
George Shultz next week. 

“He (Shultz) is still going 
there.” tbe official said. “Hume 
was back in town before he left 
the country.” 

Shultz already expressed U.S. 
concern about the Saudi purchase 
of Chinese missiles when he met in 
Washington earlier this month 
with Chinese Foreign Minister 
Wu Xueqian. 

Conservative Republican Sena- 
tor Jesse Helms called for a hear- 
ing by the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee to discuss foe 
implications of the new Saudi 
missiles and the reported failure 
by U.S. intelligence to detect the 
purchase from China for some 
two years. 

“We are also deeply concerned 
that foe Saudis hid the fact that 
they possess these weapons,” a 
letter sent by Helms said. 

Meanwhile, 32 senators urged 
foe government to pressure foe 
Saudis to withdraw the missiles. 

The letter from the senators 
said the administration should 
reconsider a $4S0-million support 
package of training and mainte- 
nance for A WACS radar surveill- 
ance planes. The administration 
has not yet asked officially for 
congressional approval of tbe 
package.

Veto threat hangs 


over U.S. trade bill 


WASHINGTON (R) — President Reagan, upset 
with several “killer” provisions in the U.S. trade bill 
now before Congress, may veto the massive legisla- 
tion unless last-minute changes are made. 


The administration made a 
frontal assault on the bill — 
virtually completed Thursday be- 
fore Congress began an Easter 
recess — with several officials 
making strong attacks on the me- 
asure Friday. 

u We still have grave reserva- 
tions about several of the provi- 
sions," White House spokesman 
Marvin Fitzwater told reporters 
on Air Force One as Reagan 
began a 10-day California 
holiday. 

“If substantial changes aren't 
made... the president’s senior 
advisers will recommend a 
veto," he said. 

A key White House participant 
in the negotiations with Con- 
gress. U.S. trade representative 
Clayton Yeutter, said there are 
several “killer" provisions that 
are likely to provoke a presiden- 
tial veto. 

Issues singled out by the admi- 
nistration include the three-year 
ban on U.S. government purch- 
ases of products made by Japan's 
Toshiba Gorp. 

The sanction, which also ap- 
plies to Kongsberg Vaapenfabrik 
of Norway, was included by law- 
makers upset with the two com- 
panies for selling advanced tech- 
nology to the Soviet Bloc. 

The Pentagon claims the sales 
enabled the Kremlin to build 
submarines that are more difficult 
for the United States to detect. 

The administration also is un- 
happy with language in the bill 
covering presidential authority in 
trade issues and with mandatory 
investigations into countries that 
have “numerous and pervasive" 
policies against U.S. competitors. 

The mandatory probes had 
been intended as a compromise 
to the harsher language proposed 
by former presidential candidate 
Richard Gephardt, a congress- 
man from Missouri. 

Yeutter, in a U.S. television 
interview, said the administration 
was assessing the massive bill. 

Asked about a section that 
requires large companies to pro- 
vide 60-day notice before closing 


a plant, Yeutter said: “That one 
is probably a killer provision." 

"Unless that is jettisoned... 
right after Easter, it will probably 
justify a veto.' 7 he said, adding, 
"there may be one or two other 
provisions in that same 
category." 7 

Labour Secretary Ann 
McLaughlin joined in die fray, 
saying: “It’s the wrong approach 
at the wrong time and it just 
doesn't make sense." 

Yeutter also said “there are 
several provisions... that standing 
alone would not justify a veto, 
but if one adds them together in a 
package, they may well do so. 7 ' 

Since the House and Senate 
each operate under different 
rules, the process for amending 
the bill now would be highly 
complex. 

No more duty-free 

In addition, Yeutter 
threatened Friday to end duty- 
free trade status for Thailand 
unless it took steps to stop the 
piracy of U.S. patents, copyrights 
and other intellectual property 
rights. 

Yeutter also announced that 
SI .1 billion worth of imports from 
developing nations would be de- 
nied duty-free status under the 
Generalised System of Prefer- 
ences (GSP), starting on July 1. 

Yeutter said the United States 
would continue to review Thai- 
land’s practices in protecting in- 
tellectual property rights until a 
Dec. IS deadline. The review was 
based on complaints by U.S. 
companies of Thai piracy. 

Thailand's duty-free exports to 
the United States were worth 
$551 million last year, up from 
S351 million in 1986. 

The countries hardest hit by 
the new loss of preferences are 
Taiwan, Singapore, Mexico, 
South Korea and Hong Kong. 

President Reagan decided to 
remove the duty-free status on 
grounds that the nations were 
competitive enough in some ex- 
ports to compete worldwide with- 
out duty-free preferences.

Al Risheh gas assumes high 


profile in Jordan’s energy future

AMMAN — The Jordan Elec- 
tricity Authority (JEA) hopes 
that the new natural gas discovery 
in the Kingdom will help its quest 
to develop local energy resources 
and alleviate Jordan’s depend- 
ence on imported sources of ener- 
gy, according to a senior JEA 
official. 

JEA Assistant Director-Gener- 
al Walid Jaouni confirmed that 
plans to expand the installed pro- 


duction capacity at tbe Aqaba 

ATPS) 


Thermal Power Station (A' 
had been “indefinitely post- 
poned." He said that any decision 
on the issue would depend upon 
two factors: definite results of 
exploration work at the AI 
Risheh gas wells near the border 
with Iraq, and whether the 
national demand for electricity 
registers an increase that war- 
rants expanded generation. 

In an exclusive interview 
Thursday, Jaouni noted that the 
JEA had already arranged for the 
procurement and installation of 
two 30-megawatt gas turbine 
power generation units at tbe Al 
Risheh wells and work was prog- 
ressing on a two-stage 310- 
kilotnetre-long transmission line 
to link the Risheh facility wjfo the 
national grid. He said work on' 
the 132-kilovolt transmission line 
was expected to be completed by 
October and the gas turbine units 
were expected to be operational 
by end of this year. He disclosed 
that the total cost of the project 
— the generation units and the 
transmission line — was $30 mil- 
lion. 

Asked about the estimates of 
daily production and reserves of 
gas at Al Risheh, Jaouni referred 
foe Jordan Times to foe Natural 
Resources Authority (NRA), 
which is in charge of exploration 
work at the site. But he said 
indications were “promising". 
(The Cyprus-based Middle East 
Economic Survey (MEES) re- 
ported in mid-March that the gas 
field was expected to provide 
about 10 per cent of the fuel 
needed for electricity generation 
in Jordan and initial production 
was expected to be about 15 
million cubic feet a day, equiva- 
lent to 2,500 barrels a day of 
erode oil). 

Asked whether the MEES fi- 
gures were accurate, Jaouni said: 
“We are updating foe figures 
almost every day drawing from 
foe results of exploration work 
and it is difficult to rite any 
figures." Canada’s Petro-Canda 
International Assistance Cor- 
poration is assisting the NRA in 
the exploration work.

Jaouni said tbe possibilities of 
high natural gas reserves at Al 
Risheh and a “lower than ex- 
pected rate of growth in demand" 
for electricity in the country were 
the main reasons for foe post- 
ponement of a project to increase 
the installed capacity at the ATPS 
from 260 megawatts to 520 mega- 
watts as the second phase at the 
facility. The first phase* compris- 
ing of two 130-megawatt fuel-run 
generators, went into operation 
in November 1986. 

At present, JEA and other 
.producers in the public and pri- 
vate sector have .a combined in- 
stalled capacity of 979 megawatts. 
According to Jaouni, these facili- 
ties. coupled with foe AI Risheh 
units, will take care of Jordan's 
needs of electricity until 1992- 
1993 given the present rate of 
growth in demand. 

A breakdown of the present 
installed capacity shows that faci- 
lities totalling 696 megawatts are 
run on steam; 182 megawatts on 
gas; 94 megawatts on diesel and 
hydro-electric projects account 
for seven megawatts. 

Figures obtained by the Jordan 
limes indicated that foe country 
spent about 12. per cent of the 
Gross National Product (GNP) 
for its needs of energy in 1987, 
against 5.7 percent in 1986, or 59 
per cent of national exports as 
against 47 per cent in 1986. 

The transport sector accounted 
for 39 per cent of total oil con- 
sumed in 1987, followed by foe 
electricity production sector (27 
percent), the industrial sector (17 
per cent), domestic sector (nine 
per cent) and others (eight per 
cent). 

“If the reserves at Ai Risheh 
are big enough, arrangements 
could be made to supply natural 
gas to foe main industries in 
Jordan, whether for electricity 
generation or for any other pur- 
pose," Jaouni said. “We are opti- 
mistic," he added. 

Jaouni said the JEA was en- 
gaged in a continuous process of 


absorbing foe most up-to-date 
technology and improving the 
performance of its facilities, as 
well as personnel, in a bid to 
bring down dependence on im- 
ported energy needs. 

The authority has one of foe 
most advanced computer net- 
works in foe country. Housed in 
the JEA headquarters bun- 
ding in Amman, foe comp- 
uter is accessible to 
almost every field station, includ- 
ing those in far-flung Aqaba, 
Irbid, Karak, Zarqa and other 
regions, Jaouni said. In addition, 
the JEA central control centre in 
Amman South is fully compute- 
rised with complete field com- 
munication facilities with auto- 
matic fault-locating and correct- 
ing systems.

The JEA continued seasonal 
power supply to Syria in 1987 and 
also expanded the transmission 
network that links the power 
grids of the two countries, Jaouni 
said. 

The authority has entrusted a 
French firm with carrying out a 
detailed feasibility study on link- 
ing the national electricity net- 
works. of Jordan and-Egypt An 
outline of foe envisaged project 
presented by Jaoiihi indicated 
that it entails laying about 12 
kilometres of underwater cables 
from Aqaba to the tip of the Sinai 
Peninsula and a further, as yet 
undetermined, length of over- 
head transmission lines through 
Sinai. “We carried out a pre- 
liminary study and before enlist- 
ing the French firm," Jaouni said. 
“Tbe details, including financing, 
will emerge only after completion 
of the detailed feasibility study," 
he added. 

Other projects undertaken by 
the JEA include joint work with 
the Ministry of Energy and 
Mineral Resources and technical 
organisations in exploring possi- 
bilities of alternate sources of 
energy. Jaouni noted that tbe 
JEA has already launched a pilot 
project in wind energy. The au- 
thority is also working in the field 
of solar energy. 

Jaouni also mentioned oil shale 
as a potential source of energy. 
But, he said, “we are still in the 
research stage, and it will be 
some time before anything speci- 
fic could be said." 

According to the JEA assistant 
director-general. Jordan now en- 
joys an excellent reputation over 
its achievements in foe electricity 
sector in the Arab World. He 
pointed out that the JEA had 
undertaken electrification pro- 
jects in Mauritania in cooperation 
with a foreign company and was 
providing power-related compu- 
ter technology to North Yemen.

Iran import collapse hits Turkish Black Sea ports

TRABZON, Turkey — Newly- 
built docks lie idle and truck 
traffic has dried up along the 
ancient trade route from Turkey’s 
Black Sea coast to Iran. 

Iran's purchases through Tur- 
key have plummeted 89 per cent 
since 1984, bringing transit traffic 
to Iran down to just 308,000 
tonnes in 1987 \ Turkey’s Interna- 
tional Transport Association 
said. 


Worst bit are foe Black Sea 
ports of Trabzon — Ancient Tre- 
bizond — Hops and Samsun, 
winch used to handle two-thirds 
of transit traffic to Iran and a 
much smaller amount to Iraq. 

“Everyone has a truck , nobody 
has anything to transport, ” said 
Tayfon Sezeroglu, president of 
Trabzon’s Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry. 

Trucks haded just 32,000 ton- 
nes of goods at Trabzon in 1987 
compared to 717,000 tonnes in 
1984. leaving a new World Bank-

West led his fourth-best heart, and 
everything lunged on the diamond 
finesse. Declarer had high hopes 
when he ran the ten of diamonds 
and it held, but these were soon 
dashed when West showed out on 
the second round of the suit- He 
eventually went down three tricks. 

•At the other table. South passed 
hu .partner's .preempt- and West re- 
opened with a double. My favorite 
panda, Paul Chemla, chose to bid 
three no trump with the East cards, 
and that became the final contract. 

After the ten of diamonds was al- 
lowed to hold the first trick, North 
won the second diamond and con- 
tinned the suit. Even though Paul 
played the heart suit correctly to 
lose only one trick in setting np the 
suit, he bad to concede five tricks — 
two spades, a bean and two dia- 
monds — for down one. 

Purists might observe that the 
high cards were split evenly between 
the two sides, and with only 20 
points neither side should be in 
game.

Jordan Shooting Federation amends bylaws 

AMMAN (Petra) — His Royal Highness Prince Mohammad, 
chaired a meeting of the administrative board of the Jordanian 
Shooting Federation (JSF) to discuss the final version of 
amendments to the federation's bylaws.

Following the 
meeting Prince Mohammad who is the JSFs chairman attended a 
reception held to honour members of the Jordanian national 1 
shooting team who recently took part in the first Arab shooting 
tournament in Cairo and won three gold, three silver, and six 
bronze medals. 

Tomba finishes 3rd in giant slalom race 

MONTE PORA, Italy (AP) — Double Olympic champion 
Alberto Tomba finished third Friday in a giant slalom race at the 
Italian Alpine Ski Championships. Tomba finished 55-hundredths 
of a second behind Roberto Spam patti. wbo won the title in an 
aggregate time of 2:09.14 minutes. Spam parti clocked the fastest 
times in both beats down the Cima Pora course. Giglio Tomasi 
was second in 2:09.29. Tomba, who won nine World Cup races 
this season, said he will cry to win the slalom title Saturday. 

Tri-nation expedition reported progressing 

KATMANDU, Nepal (AP) — The Japanese leader of a team of 
climbers from China, Japan and Nepal said Friday the expedition 
was well on its way to the top of Mount Everest. "The climbers 
were doing a great job along the northern side of the world's 
highest mountain. Some of them have already reached the 
7.000-metre (22,960-foot) point,” Ryularo Hashimoto told repor- 
ters on arrival here by helicopter from Tatopam, a Nepalese 
village near the bridge across the Chinese-Nepalese border. “The 
expedition will definitely be a success,” Hashimoto said. Hashi- 
moto was scheduled to go to the team's Khutnbu Glacier Base 
Camp Sunday to meet with members of the team, which is trying 
to climb the 8,848-metre (29,028-foot) peak from the Nepalese 
side and then descend down the other side into Tibet. The 
Japanese-sponsored $2.3 million expedition is the largest one ever 
launched on a high Himalayan peak. A Japanese television 
network is broadcasting the climb from the mountain through a 
satellite relay. 

Jansher beats Thorne in quarterfinals 

MONACO (R) — World champion Jansher Khan took only 48 
minutes Friday to beat Australian eighth-seed Ross Thome 9-5, 
9-1, 9-1 in the quarterfinals of the Monaco Open squash 
tournament. Thome, 12 years older than his opponent, briefly 
resisted the onslaught of the Pakistani in the opening game, but 
thereafter was overwhelmed by Jansher's speed and accuracy. 
The world champion said a trip home had revived him since he 
lost to his great rival Jahangir Khan in the final of the French 
Open in Pans on March 13. Jansher, wbo had beaten Jahangir in 
their previous eight meetings and burst into tears after his Paris 
defeat, said: “1 lost in Paris because I was tired after travelling for 
three months. Now I am fit again, I am confident that I can win 
the British Open.”

Kankkunen 
snatches 
Safari Rally 
lead 

NAIROBI (R) — Finland's Juba 
Kankkunen took the lead in the 
Safari Rally early Saturday after 
local driver Mike Kirkland hit a 
rock while he was travelling at 
145 fcph. 

Kirkland, who had shared the 
lead with Swede Kenneth Eriks- 
son going into the third leg, broke 
the steering rack on his Nissan 
20SX. 

He was able to continue but 
slipped into second place, arriv- 
ing in Nanyuki 16 minutes behind 
Toyota driver Kankkunen. 

Only 22 cars, about half the 
number that started Thursday, 
made it to Nanyuki, tbe halfway 
point of the -4 .220- km rally, after 
the first rain to hit the event made 
conditions difficult on the over- 
night stretch. 

Kankkunen 's successful run, 
over sodden forest trails and nar- 
row plank bridges in the foothills 
of Mount Kenya, coincided with 
his 29th birthday Saturday. 

The Finn, who has twice won 
the World Drivers' Cham- 
pionship. finished the leg with a 
time loss of 46 minutes off the 
target. 

His teammate Eriksson, win- 
ner of the Ivory Coast Rally last 
year, lost time servicing his Sup- 
ra 's Turbo booster and fell to 
sixth place, trailing Kankkunen 
by 38 minutes. 

Kenyan Vic Preston, wbo ar- 
rived in Nairobi Friday in fourth 
place, dropped out of the rally, 
the fourth round in the World 
Championship, with a broken dif- 
ferential on his Lancia Delta. 


Edberg beats Noah to reach finals 


DALLAS (R) — Top-seed Stefan Edberg of Sweden 

put on an impressive display of serve-and -volley 
tennis Friday to defeat Yannick Noah of France 6-2, 
4-6, 6-3, 6-3 and advance to the finals of the 
$500,000 World Championship tennis finals. 


Edberg, who has now beaten 
Noah all six times they have 
played, will face second-seeded 
Boris Becker of West Germany in 
the final. Becker defeated Amer- 
ican Brad Gilbert 6-4, 6-2, 6-1 in 
the first semifinal played Thurs- 
day night. 

Edberg, wbo dropped his serve 
only once in the match, said he 
was pleased with his play but 
added that he would have to be 
more consistent from the baseline 
to beat Becker. 

"I think I played rather well. 
My serve was especially good the 
whole match, Edberg said. “Still, 
I think I have to play much better 
to beat Becker. I was covering 
tbe court better than in my pre- 
vious match, but I bave to play 
better from the back-court,” 

Edberg, ranked third in tbe 
world, served exceptionally well, 
dropping only six points on his 
serve in the first set. The Swede 
broke Noah in the sixth game 
with a backhand passing shot and 
again to win the set in tbe eighth 
game when Noah netted an easy 
volley. 

Noah lifted his first-serve per- 
centage in the second set. In his 
first three service games, Noah 
dropped only two points on his 
serve. In the ninth game at 4-4, 
Noah scored his first service 
break when Edberg could not 
handle a backhand that skipped 
off (he tape. 

Noah, eighth in the world, 
fought off five break points by 
attacking the net constantly. 


Noah finally won his serve, and 
with it the set, on his third set 
point with a service winner. 

Noah dropped his serve once in 
the fourth set, in the sixth game 
when be hit a volley that sailed 
long. While Noah continued to 
land his first serves, he could not 
break Edberg, who closed out the 
set with a sharply-angled volley 
winner in the ninth game. 

Edberg maintained his high 
level of serving in the fourth set, 
losing just six points in five 
games. The Swede scored the 
crucial break in the seventh game 
and belted an ace and three ser- 
vice winners to win the next 
game. He broke again in the 
ninth game to win the match. 

“His serve bothered me. espe- 
cially to my backhand,” Noah 
said. “He always serves well 
against me. He was always ahead 
on his serve and that made it 
tough to break him.” 

Sanchez upsets Maleeva 

LARGO, Florida (R) — Un- 
seeded 16-year-old Spaniard 
Arantxa Sancbez upset fifth- 
seeded Katerina Maleeva of Bul- 
garia 6-2, 6-2, Friday to advance 
to the semifinals of the $200,000- 
Florida Open Tennis Cham- 
pionship. 

Maleeva held serve only twice 
in the match, both times in the 
first set. 

“This is a very important vic- 
tory for me,” Sanchez said. “It 
shows improvement in my ability 


and in my mind I know now that I 
can play any of the top 10 
players.” 

Maleeva, however, was not 
ready to concede that her young 
opponent had played particularly 
well. 

“I don't think that she played 
all that special. I just made a lot 
of mistakes,” Maleeva said. 

American Halle Cioffi, also un- 
seeded. eliminated 18-year-old 
Wiltrud Probst of West Germany 
7-5. 6*2. 

Goffi, who battled back from 
2-5 in the first set, saved six 
match points to take the first set. 

Probst replied by breaking 
Cioffi's serve in the fourth game 
of the second set. She held serve 
only once, but still put up a fight 
with excellent cross-court passing 
shots. 

Top-seeded American Chris 
Even took just 65 minutes to 
eliminate sixth-seeded Sylvia 
Hanika of West Germany 6-1, 
6-0. blasting a series of winners 
down the line. 

“I think she played unbeliev- 
able tonight," said Hanika, who 
beat Even the last time they met 
last November. “From the first 
point she looked sharp. She came 
up with a passing shot for a clean 
winner each time.” 

“When I lose to someone I 
look forward to playing them,” 
Even said. “I think mentally 
Hanika is really tough. I had a 
little more incentive this time. 
When she came in, I had tbe shot. 
My passing shots were just really 
on tonight." 

Even will play Cioffi Saturday. 

‘Tve never played her. It can 
always be dangerous. But it can 
be challenge because you don't 
know what to expect," Even 
said. 


Emebe ready to face Hill with ‘rock’em-sock’em’ attack 


BISAMRCK, North Dakota 
(AP) — Jean-Marie Emebe of 
Cameroon said Friday he wasn’t 
afraid of challenging Virgil Hill 
Sunday in tbe home state of the 
World Boxing Association 
(WBA) light heavyweight cham- 
pion. 

“It will be just like fighting in 
France. It will be just as objec- 
tive,” the French-speaking 
Emebe said through an interpre- 
ter. He and Hill appeared at a 
pre-fight news conference. 

Emebe accused Hill of running 
away from his opponents and 
promised to fight his heart out in 
their nationally televised, 12- 
round ‘bout Sunday. 

Hill’s trainer, Eddie Futch, dis- 
missed Emebe’s criticism and 
went on to suggest Emebe, wbo 


Was disqualified in an earlier 
fight, uses illegal punches. 

No change in strategy 

“Nothing Mr. Emebe has said 
is going to change our strategy," 
Futch said. 

HiD was diplomatic. “I hope 
that Mr. Emebe enjoys himself 
here in my home state, the Un- 
ited States, in North Dakota and 
we will definitely have a good 
fight. I anticipate a good figh t. 
He does everything he can to win. 
You can’t condemn a man for 
that.” 

Age and style could prove to be 
tbe determining factors in Hill’s 
second defence of his WBA title, 
fight observers say. 

The 24-y ear-old Hill is seven 
years younger than Emebe, and 


employs a deliberate boxing 
style, compared to Emebe’s rock- 
’em-sock’em attack. 

The champion, a 1984 Olympic 
silver medallist, brings in a 20-0 
record, while Emebe, the no. 
1 -ranked contender in the WBA, 
is 25-4. 

The fight had to overcome an 
obscure depression-era state law 
that prohibited boxing for profit 
on Sundays. 

Organisers were able to skirt 
.the law by giving the bout’s lead 
promotional role to Civic Arena 
Promotions Inc., a Bismarck- 
based non-profit organisation. 
Top Rank Inc., a nationally 
known promotional company, 
was paid a flat fee to produce the 
fight. 


Protest 

Religious groups protested 
against tbe fight being held on 
Easter, saying money was over- 
shadowing religion. But organis- 
ers said ABC, which bought 
broadcast rights, wanted the bout 
held Sunday. 

“Everything is fine,” said 
Doug Glendinning, operations 
manager for top rank. “We're 
really happy with it (ticket 
sales).” 

Glendinning said Bismarck 
could host another of Hill’s fights 
because of the success. 

Hill gained the title with a 
knockout of Leslie Stewart at 
Atlantic- City, New Jersey, in 
September and successfully de- 
fended it in Paris last November 
against Rufino Angulo. 


Youth soccer teams meet in Dallas with Olympian spirit 


DALLAS (AP) — It’s not exactly the Olympics rolling into town, but 
Olympian spirit is here nonetheless as 110 youth soccer teams from 
15 nations assemble this week for Dallas Cup IX. 

Local volunteers, an Olympic mainstay, are pitching in, and 

players and officials are trading exotic lapel pins as avidly as devoted 
Olympic collectors. 

“It is done from the heart,” said tournament founder Ron Griffith. 
“It is a happening.” 

The Dallas Cup has been Griffith's baby from the start, and it has 
grown, attracting corporate sponsors and mobilising local soccer 
parents, such as Bill Stroube, the tournament director for two years. 

"We work on the Dallas Cup all year Jong,” said Stroube, whose 
three sons play on the Texas Longhorns Soccer Club. 

The ninth annual tournament started on March 27 and ends Easter 
Sunday. 


Peanuts 


Just 24 teams from four nations participated when Griffith 
launched the event. He founded the Texas Longhorns Soccer Club in 
1968, and conceived the Dallas Cup as a means of repaying the 
hospitality of nations whose soccer communities had made the 
Longhorns welcome. 

“It started as a grass-roots type of thing, which is the beauty of 
soccer," said Griffith, a Blackpool, England, native who has lived in 
the Dallas area for 22 years. “The Texas Longhorns had played more 
than 750 international matches. I thought, well, Dallas could do one 
better.” 

Stroube and Griffith divide the Dallas Cup workload. Stroube 
coordinates the volunteer effort and arrangements such as Pele's 
transportation. Griffith travels to recruit future teams. 

But his mission is aided by the international referees who mention 
the Dallas Cup year-round in the course of plying their trade. 
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U . S . doubles security 

forces in Panama 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — The United States, 
concerned at mounting tension with Panama, is 
doubling its military police force in the canal zone to 
more than 2,500 men. 


Defence officials in Washing- 
ton and Panama City said the 
troops were needed to protect the 
canal. U.S civilians and U.S. 
private interests. 

The L'.S. Defence Department 
said Fridat that it plans to send 
army, air force and marine corps 
military police. 27 additional heli- 
copters. 15 Blackhawk troop-car- 
rying planes, seven Cobra 
gunships. four observation craft, 
and two doe patrol squads. 

Washington has stationed ab- 
out 10.900 combat troops in 
Panama, the headquarters of the 
L’.S. Southern Command, for 
several years. The command cen- 
tre covers all of Central America. 

In addition to the troops, there 
arc about i3.»>00 military depen- 
dents in Panama. 1.300 U.S. em- 
ployees who operate the canal 
and about 12.600 of their depen- 
dents. 

It is the second time in as many 
months that extra U.S. troops 
have been ordered to Panama, In 
February, several hundred addi- 
tional securiry troops were sent 
in. 

An official in Washington said 
Friday night that the additional 
police were needed because of 
what he called “the instability of 
the situation and the way (Gener- 
al Manuel Antonio 1 Noriega is 
dealing with it.” 

Reporters in Panama were told 
that the strengthened security 


was needed because of instability 
in Panama and the “potential for 
increased threat to U.S. 
citizens.” 

“The heavy-handed tactics of 
Noriega in dealing with the situa- 
tion. . . make this deployment 
essential at this time to ensure the 
continued safety of U.S. person- 
nel and facilities.'' a Defence 
Department statement issued to 
reporters said. 

Noriega has accused the Un- 
ited Slates of planning a military 
invasion of Panama, a charge 
Washington says is absurd. 

The U.S. military spokesman 
in Panama. Colonel Ronald 
Sconyers. told reporters that' 
security personnel would patrol 
only in the canal zone and around 
U.S. facilities, but would be re- 
sponsible for the 6,000 U.S. milit- 
ary personnel and dependents liv- 
ing outside U-S. areas. 

“They are not meant to be a 
statement to Gen. Noriega,” he 
said. 

Sconyers said there were no 
immediate plans to send more 
troops, but added, “if need be we 
will deploy additional forces.” 

The United Stales is seeking 
the removal of Noriega through a 
campaign of economic pressure 
and has ruled out the use of 
military force. 

Quiet for Easter 

Meanwhile in Panama City, 
soldiers were off the streets as 


Easter weekend began and a 
jailed opposition leader's wife 
said her husband was being held 
hostage in Noriega’s effort to 
maintain power. 

Opposition leaders said they 
planned to meet Saturday or Sun- 
day to decide whether to lift a 
lZ^day-old general strike that has 
shut down most commercial 
activity in an effort to oust 
Noriega. Panama's de facto lead- 
er and head of its 15,000-member 
defence forces. 

Virtually all businesses were 
closed for the Christian holiday of 
Good Friday. The general strike 
had eased earlier in the week, 
with groceries and pharmacies 
reopening, reportedly under gov- 
ernment pressure. 

Political hostage 

Carlos Gonzalez de ia Lastra, a 
top leader of the opposition 
National Civic Crusade, spent his 
fifth day in jail Friday. Other 
Crusade leaders and several jour- 
nalists arrested with him Monday 
had all been released by midday 
Tuesday. 

“All legal efforts on his behalf 
have been useless,” Vi Una Gon- 
zalez de la Lastra told the Associ- 
ated Press Friday night. “They 
have not charged him, but they 
don't let him go. 

“We consider Carles a political 
hostage,” she said of her hus- 
band. 

Panamanian police patrols re- 
placed soldiers Friday for the first 
time since a failed March 16 coup 
attempt against Noriega. It was 
an indication of how the city has 
quieted for the holiday weekend, 
after weeks of protest. 


Reagan signs contra aid package 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan Friday 
signed a 548-miIJion humanita- 
rian aid package for the contra 
rebel* and the children injured in 
Nicaragua's civil war and then 
headed to California for a 10-day 
vacation. 

Reagan signed the legislation 
at the White House before de- 
parting for his mountain ranch in 
California. The signing was 
announced by a brief executive 
order delegating responsibilities 
to various agencies to cany out 
provisions of the law. 

The bill could be last of its kind 
that Reagan signs, given the truce 


agreement the contras signed 
March 23 in Sapoa, Nicaragua, 
with the ruling San dmis ta govern- 
ment. 

Only $17.7 million of the $48 
million will go to the Nicaraguan 
rebels, and the package contains 
no provision for weapons and 
ammunition. 

The plan, which also contains 
money to finance rehabilitation 
and treatment of children injured 
on both sides of the 7-year-oid 
conflict, was passed overwhel- 
mingly by both the House of 
Representatives and Senate ear- 
lier this week. 


Vietnam asks China 
for return of sailors 


BANGKOK (AP) — Vietnam 
has asked for the return of Viet- 
namese sailors China claims to 
have rescued after a clash in the 
South China Sea, along with an 
air force pilot who flew into 
Chinese territory last October. 

.The requests were made Friday 
in a meeting in Hanoi between 
Nguyen Phuong Vu, head of the 
China Department of Vietnam's 
Foreign Ministry, and China's 
ambassador to Hanoi. Li 
Shicfaun, the official Radio Hanoi 
reported. 

A text of the domestic radio 


broadcast was obtained Saturday 
from a Western embassy in 
Bangkok. 

Vietnam says 74 of its sailors 
are missing from a March 14 
exchange of gunfire between 
Vietnamese and Chinese ships in 
the Spratly Islands, which both 
nations claim. It said four Viet- 
namese were killed and 24 
wounded. 

Hanoi says Chinese warships 
fired on sailors who had aban- 
doned their sinking freighters, 
but the Chinese claimed to have 
helped rescue them. 


U.S. prison inmates 
seek end to lockdown 


' CHICAGO (AP) — Attorneys for 

inmates of a U.S. government 
penitentiary asked an appeals 
court Friday to end rile prison's 
4l£ year period of extreme secur- 
ity, arguing that inmates are suf- 
fering physical and psychological 
brutality. 

“Prisoners are chained to their 
beds, spread-eagle, sometimes 
for days at a time,” attorney 
Nancy Horgan argued before a 
three-judge panel of the 7th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 

U.S. District Judge James 
Foreman, who heard the original 
class-action lawsuit filed on be- 
half of inmates at the Marion. 
Illinois, prison refused last Febru- 
ary to grant an injunction ending 
the lockdown. 

Foreman's ruling followed a 
J9S5 decision by U.S, Magistrate 
Kenneth Meyers thar tight secur- 
ity at the prison did not constitute 
cruel and unusual punishment 
and was necessary to protect in- 
mates and staff. 

The lockdown was imposed in 
October 1983, following a bloody 
week in which two guards and an 
inmate were killed in separate 
incidents. 

Since then, virtually all 350 
inmates at the maximum-security 
penitentiary remain locked in 
their cells for 23 hours a day, 
although prisoners in certain tiers 
are given an additional four hours 
outside their cell each week. 

Family contact visits are not 
allowed. Meals are delivered 


through a slot and are eaten by 
prisoners while sitting on the 
Boor or on a bed because cells 
have no chairs or tables. 

Attorneys for the inmates 
argued that the lockdown has 
become a permanent condition of 
imprisonment, and that Marion 
officials use a capricious, arbit- 
rary system in assigning prisoners 
to tiers and doling ont limited 
privileges. 

Most unmanageable inmUffl 

Prison officials counter that the 
lockdown is necessary because 
the prison houses the most un- 
manageable inmates in the U.S. 
prison system. 

“Most of them come from the 
segregation units at other federal 
prisons." Assistant U.S. Attor- 
ney Ralph Friederich told the 
judges. “It is a place for inmates 
who have demonstrated an inabil- 
ity to control their conduct at 
other institutions.” 

Marion was built in 1963. In 
1979. it was designated by the 
U.S. bureau of prisons as the first 
Level 6 prison — the system's 
most secure. It remains the only 
Level 6 institution. 

The roster of high-profile in- 
mates who have been imprisoned 
there and several spectacular 
escape attempts have led to its 
comparison to Alcatraz, the for- 
tress island prison in San Francis- 
co bay that was dosed 25 years 
3go.. 


In addition, about $10 million 
will be sent to a verification com- 
mission to monitor compliance 
with the Sandinista-contra cease- 
fire. 

Presidential Spokesman Marlin 
Fitzwater told reporters aboard 
the plane en route to California 
that Reagan had said the aid was 
“urgently needed, that he wanted 
to sign it as soon as possible.”

cises were a success. If those 
reports are right, why, we’re very 
gratified.” 


Manila 

coup 

leader 

escapes 


MANILA (R) — The leader of 
the Philippines' bloodiest coup 
attempt escaped from a prison 
ship along with 13 of bis guards 
and at least one machine gun 
early Saturday as other soldiers 
fired at their Seeing rubber rafts, 
the military said. 

Colonel Gregorio “Gringo” 
Honasan and the guards fled in 
darkness on two boats, according 
to a military spokesman who said 
he had no information on 
whether there were casualties. 

President Corazon Aquino cal- 
led an emergency meeting of her 
top civilian and military advisers 
as the military launched a massive 
manhunt amid fears that Hon- 
asan might launch another revolt. 

Honasan led an unsuccessful 
coup attempt against Aquino last 
Aug. 28 which claimed 53 lives, 
and was the country's most 
wanted fugitive until his capture 
on Dec. 9. 

Armed Forces Chief General 
Renato de Villa ordered troops 
on full alert — the highest state of 
combat readiness — and officials 
said Aquino told metropolitan 
Manila mayors to report any “un- 
usual movements” of soldiers in 
their areas. 

Military Spokesman Colonel 
Oscar Florendo said checkpoints 
had been set up around Manila in 
case Honasan tried to come into 
or leave the capital. 

Florendo said Honasan 
apparently bribed his guards be- 
fore fleeing the navy ship, 
moored in Manila Bay 500 metres 
from shore, where be had been 
held since his capture. 

“We believe that they will 
make another move with the in- 
tention to take over the lead- 
ership of the government,” 
Florendo said. 

Defence Secretary Fidel 
Ramos called Honasan s escape 
“disturbing” and said “every 
possible action was being taken to 
minimise any... damage he might 
make.” 

Honasan 's August coup nearly 
toppled Aquino and was marked 
by some of the worst street fight- 
ing in Manila since World War II. 
More than 1,200 officers and sol- 
diers joined Honasan in the re- 
volt, the most serious of five coup 
attempts Aquino has faced. 

Saturday's statement 
announced Honasan 's escape 
“with sadness" and added that 
the alert was also aimed at bead- 
ing off possible “offensive or ter- 
roristic action” by Communist 
guerrillas who might take advan- 
tage of the situation. 


Prosecutor decides 
not to charge Meese 


WASHINGTON (R) — Attor- 
ney General Edwin Meese has 


won a signxncast reprieve as a 
special prosecutor ruled out for 
now bringing criminal charges 
against the top U.S. law enforce- 
ment official over an Iraqi oil 
pipeline deal. 

Bnt prosecutor James Me Kay 
said Friday his nearly year-old 
probe into Meese's financial 
affairs and the Sl-biflion pipeline 
deal, which allegedly called for 
Israeli payoffs, would continue 
for at least another month. 

Me Kay said there was not 
enough evidence to bring charges 
now against Meese, who has been 
under mounting pressure from his 
own aides and from members of 
Congress to resign because of 
questions about his ethics. 

The charges involving the nev- 
er-built pipeline were considered 
the most serious against Meese, 
who has had the continued sup- 
port of President Reagan, fas 
long-time friend, throughout the 
ordeal. 

Although Me Kay said he has 
yet to finish his investigation into 
all matters involving Meese, legal 
experts said it appeared unlikely 
the attorney general would be 
indicted. 

At the Justice Department, 
Meese told a news conference he 
was gratified by Me Kay’s deci- 
sion and vowed to stay in office. 

“F don't think I've been in 
constant difficulty,” Meese said 
in brushing aside questions about 
his legal problems. 

The Justice Department was 
thrown into disarray after two of 
his top officials and their four 
aides quit Tuesday over what 
Meese continued were basic dif- 
ferences over the impact on the 
agency from the lengthy probe. 

Hounded out of office 

In an interview broadcast Fri- 
day night on ABC Television’s 
"26/20” news programme, Meese 
insisted he would not resign. 

“T think it is very important if 
we are going to make government 
safe for public officials that no 
person should be able to hounded 
out of office by false accusations, 
by incessant media barrages ...or 
by political attacks,” Meese said. 

He denied that the controversy 
was damaging Reagan, adding 
that “to give in, to capitulate to 
false accusations and political 
attacks, I think that would be far 
worse...” 

He suggested that many of the 
attacks against him were political 
in nature and that be hoped the 
American people would wait for 
the all of the facts before making 
a final judgment on him. 

A poll by the weekly magazine 
U.S. News and World Report 
released Friday showed that 
Americans by a more than two- 
to-one margin think Meese 
should resign. The call for 
Meese’s resignation was over- 
whelming across all ideological, 
political and demographic

groups, the magazine said. 

Me Kay has investigated 
Meese's role in the pipeline deal 
chat allegedly called for payoffs of 
as fwrteh as $700 million over 10 
years to Israel and the Israeli 
Labour Party. 

Candidates join In 

In addition, candidates for the 
Democratic Party's presidential 
nomination Friday united in call- 
ing for Meese's resignation. The 
candidates were campaigning 
among fanners and factory work- 
ers in Wisconsin. 

Senators Albert Gore Jr. of 
Tennessee and Paul Simon of 
Illinois joined frontrunners Mas- 
sachusetts Governor Michael 
Dukakis and Jesse Jackson in 
demanding that Meese resign. 

“As a member of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, today we 
are asking Ed Meese to resign,” 
Simon said in a sp e e c h in Su- 
perior. 

“It's time in this nation to 
restore respect for government, 
to establish rule of law,” Gore 
said in the same town.

ROME (R) — Defence Minister 
Valerio Zanone Friday denied 
that Italy had agreed in principle 
to station on its territory 72 U.S. 
F-16 fighter planes being with- 
drawn from Spain. 

Aske d at a press conference 
about news reports that Italy had 
already agreed to take the nuc- 
lear-capable planes, which must 
leave Spain within three years 
under an agreement with 
Washington, Zanone said: 

“I would not say there is an 
agreement in principle. There is 
serious attention on the part of 
the Italian government to the 
problem... there is a willingness 
by Italy to study the possibility of 
redeploying the F-16s in Italy." 

Zanone, speaking after tal ks 
with U.S. Secretary of State 
Geoige Shultz, stressed that a 
derision on the planes rested with 
NATO. 

But be said preliminary studies 
by the Italian government were 
making satisfactory progress. 

Asked whether the United 
States was in a hurry for a firm 
decision, he said: “Yes, they have 
problems connected to their 
budget decisions and knowing the 
planes have to leave Spain within 
three years, they want a decision 
reasonably quickly. Ii is certainly 
an urgent question.” 


Zhao hopes for better 
Sino-Indian relations 


PEKING (AP) — China would 
like to re-establish good relations 
with India, but there are still 
border disputes between the two 
countries which must be resolved, 
Chinese Communist Party 
General Secretary’ Zhao Ziyang 
said Saturday. 

Zhao met with the first leaders 
of the Communist Party of India 
to visit China in 29 years. 

He said be was pleased that the 
Communist parties of the two 
countries have restored relations 
and said the two countries should 
now work to establish trade, 
cultural and other relations. 

Zhao said there are boundary 
issues left over by history, and 
said China sincerely hopes that 
question will be settled as soon as 
possible. China wants to maintain 
peace and stability in the region 
while the matter is worked out, 
he said. 

He said both countries have a 
lot in common, including con- 
siderable responsibilities as the 


two biggest developing countries 
in the world. 

The last visit by Communist 
Party of India officials to China 
was in 1959. the year before 
China and the Soviet Union split 
over ideological and strategic dif- 
ferences. 

Since Peking and Moscow be- 
gan political normalisation talks 
six years ago, there have been 
steady improvements in party re- 
lations with Soviet allies. 

The territorial dispute has 
plauged Sino-Indian relations 
since a border war in 1962. The 
two countries share a 3,800- 
kilometre (2, 400-mile) border. 

China cl aims sovereignty over 
90,000 square kilometres (34.700 
square miles) that it does not 
control and that is under India's 
rule on the border near Bhutan. 

India rejects China’s claim and 
says China is holding 36,000 
square kilometres (14,500 square 
nules) of Indian territory seized 
during the 1962 war. 


West Africa confronts AIDS but lacks resources

ABIDJAN — Yvonne, a 24-year- 
old prostitute working outside 
one of Ivory Coast’s top hotels, 
carries condoms to protect 
against AIDS and insists her cus- 
tomers use them. 

“If they won’t, I won’t go with 
them,” she said. 

On the other side of this teem- 
ing city of two million, Doris, 
who works in a shantytown and 
charges a dollar for her services, 
knows condoms help prevent 
AIDS but doesn't use them. “I 
don't do anything (for protec- 
tion),” she said. 

West Africa, much of which 
considered AIDS (Acquired Im- 
mune Deficiency Syndrome) and 
invention of Western media or a 
plot to defame Africa, is now 
confronting the scourge. 

But this economically troubled 
region cannot find cash for basic 
necessities, let alone a massive 
campaign against AIDS. Many 
governments, citing the need to 
feed their citizens or fight bigger 
killers like malaria or tuberculo- 
sis, have put AIDS campaigns on 
a back burner. 

“We have no money,” said Dr. 
Koudou Odehouri, chairman of 
Ivory Coast’s National AIDS 
committee. 

“We asked (the government) 
for a photocopying machine and we 
didn't even get that,” said Ode- 
houii, whose committee's main 
activity is meting doctors and 
health care workers to alert them 
to AIDS.

“We know that distributing 
condoms to prostitues would be 
one way to help,” said biologist 
Affoue Sangare, who did some of 
Ivory Coast’s initial AIDS re- 
search. “But the government savs 
it hasn’t got the money,” she 
said. 

No money, no means 

Environ men t-Development- 
Action, a Senegal-based private 
organisation, said in a 1987 report 
that no black African nation had 


the financial resources to fight 
AIDS on the scale of campaigns 
in the United States or Europe. 

The report estimated that 
Cameroun, for example, would 
have to spend the equivalent of 
its entire annual export earnings 
to screen residents for AIDS. 

Ivory Coast, with one of the 
highest living standards in sub- 
Saharan Africa, had no equip- 
ment to test for the AIDS virus in 
blood donations until January. 

Odehouri said new equipment, 
donated by France, can test blood 
for Abidjan and its suburbs — 
home to about a fifth of the 
nation's 10 million population — 
but there is no money to buy 
equipment for the rest of the 
country. 

Although official figures 
appear to be extremely conserva- 
tive, the number of reported 
AIDS victims is rising. 

Congo, located on what is 
-known as Africa’s AIDS Belt 
along with Zaire, Uganda, Rwan- 
da, Tanzania, Burundi, Zambia 
and the Central African Repub- 
lic. had 250 AIDS cases in 1985. 
The number increased fivefold to 
1,250 at the end of last year, the 
government has reported. 

Zaire's commissioner (minis- 
ter) of public health. Dr. Ngandu 
Kabeya, said that seven par cent 
of the 2.4 million people in die 
capital, Kinshasa, had been ex- 
posed to the AIDS virus, mean- 
ing they were HIV-positive. 

Nigeria, sub-Saharan Africa’s 
most populous nation with an 
estimated 100 million people, re- 
ported in February that 10 people 
had died of AIDS, up from five 
the previous October. 

Other countries that until re- 
cently have been little touched 
are also reporting AIDS victims. 

Guinea, according to partial 
figures, has had at least four 
AIDS cases, two of whom have 
died. Burkina Faso had at least 19 
cases by mid- 1987; Gabon has 
had five AIDS-linked deaths; 
Mali has had 29 cases since the 
first AIDS death was recorded in 
1985; and tiny Gambia, with less 


than a million population, had 44 
cases by early this year. 

Ivory Coast, whose health 
minister reported 118 cases in 
February 1987, now has at least 
300 cases, although precise fi- 
gures are not known, Odehouri 
said. 

A study published in February 
1987 in the British medical jour- 
nal, the Lancet, found that of 
1,508 people tested in Ivory 
Coast, 30 per cent of prostitutes 
in the group had been exposed to 
the AIDS virus, compared to 
only one per cent of pregnant 
women. 

Odehouri said an unpublished 
study by the U.S. government's 
Centres for Disease Control 
showed the exposure rate for 
pregnant women in Ivory Coast 
bad vastly increased. 

Realisation 

“At the be ginning people took 
this lightly,” Odehouri said. “But 
more and more they are begin- 
ning to see the death count rise, 
so they are be ginning to realise it 
is serious.” 

“If we don't make a 
tremendous effort, this could sup- 
plant other illnesses as Africa’s 
biggest killer.” 

There are signs that people are 
paying more attention to AIDS 
throughout West Africa. 

In Gabon, a medical talk 
series, “Hello Doctor,” devoted 
a show to AIDS and drew the 
highest ratings recorded for a 
programme concerning the dis- 


for 40 cents apiece. 

In Liberia, demand for con- 
doms is so great family p lannin g 
agencies supplying them report 
they sometimes run out. 

In the capital, Monrovia, occa- 
sonally swept by rumours of 
AIDS outbreaks, many men say 
they think twice before going out 
with a woman, particularly a 
prostitute. 

‘Business is bad’ 
“Business is bad these days,” 
one Monrovia prostitute told 
Reuters. “Men come into the 
bars, buy you a drink, talk, but 
they don’t want to go to bed.” 
Gabon, one of sub-Saharan 


Africa's wealthiest nations, has 
two medical research centres 
working on AIDS and a broad- 
reaching hospital-based program- 
me to detect infection early on. 

“The disease exists and we 
should not hide it,” said Gabon’s 
health minister. Dr. Jean- Pierre 
Okias. “We must do every thing 
possible to sidetrack and prevent 
the disease.” 

In Congo, after a faltering start 
to educate schoolchildren about 
AIDS, the government plans a 
broader public awareness cam- 
paign to include videotapes, post- 
ers and music and poetry con- 
tests. 


Popular singers, such as 
Gabon's HHarion Nguema, have 
written songs about AIDS. 
Nguema, with a sceptic’s eye, 
sings about the dangers of sexual 
adventurism, but says AIDS is 
one disease among many and, 
like traffic accidents, just another 
way to die. 

Not all Afri cans take such a 
fatalistic view. 

In Congo, a thriving business 
has blossomed on the streets of 
the capital Brazzaville where ven- 
dors sell condoms, considered a 
form of protection against AIDS,

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Get a brain 

NEW YORK (AP) — Memory 
problems in rats caused by chro- 
nic alcohol intake were mostly 
reversed with brain tissue iranv 
plants, and such therapy may 
someday help alcoholics and vic- 
tims of Alzheimer’s- disease, a 
researcher says. “I think ihat 
really means there’s hope, if you 
blow your mind with too much 
whiskey, maybe we'll be able to 
repair it with transplants, ’ or 
similarly ease mental deficits ir. 
Alzheimer's, said Jeffrey Gray of 
the Institute of Psychiatry in Lon- 
don. But experts in alcohol-in- 
duced memory' problems were 
sceptical, questioning the re- 
semblance of the rats’ condition 
to that of alcoholics and caution- 
ing that any implication for treat- 
ment is only speculation. Still. “I 
think it's going to stimulate lots of 
excirement and lots of further 
research,” said Michael Eckardt. 
chief of the Clinical Brain Re- 
search Section in the Laboratory 
of Clinical Studies at the National 
Institute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism. Gray, head of the 
Psychology Department at the 
Psychiatric Institute in London, 
reports the research with col- 
leagues in Thursday's issue of the 
British journal Nature. 

Pricey piece 

LONDON ( R) — A rare Stradi- 
varius violin made in 1709 be- 
came the world’s most expensive 
musical instrument Thursday 
when it was sold for £473.000 
($851,000) at Sotheby's auction 
house in London. The winning 
bid came by telephone from an 
anonymous South American col- 
lector, beatina the previous re- 
cord of £440,000 ($795.0001 paid 
for another Stradivarius at a 
Christie's auction here last year. 
“This is a beautiful instrument 
and we folly expected it to fetch a 
world record,” a Sotheby : s 
spokeswoman said. The instru- 
ment, known as the Marie Hall 
after a British violinist of the 
1920s, was made by Italian crafts- 
man Antonio Stradivarius. who 
developed the violin to near- 
perfection. 

Bad eggs 

BONN (R) — A supermarket 
chain is suing a West German 
fanner for damages because the 
eggs from his chickens cannot be 
painted in the traditional Easter 
way. a Bonn newspaper reported 
Sarurday. The General Anzeiger 
daily said the supermarket took 
action after angry customers re- 
turned their newly-purchased 
eggs saying that when they tried 
to paint them, the colours ran off 
the shell. Laboratory tests re- 
vealed that the eggs were coated 
with a harmless substance which 
resisted moisture. The farmer, 
who faces a 30,000-mark 
($18,000) damages claim, was 
“very upset as he had always tried 
to rear his chickens organically.” 
the daily said. He blamed the 
problem on an ingredient in the 
chickens' feed. 

Repent for a new face 

ISTANBUL (R) — Turkey last 
week introduced, a repentance 
law for political extremists, with 
offers of plastic surgery for those 
still free who supply information 
leading to the downfall of an 
outlawed organisation. The law, 
published in the official gazette, 
is aimed at finally crushing right- 
ist and leftist extremist groups 
largely responsible for more than 
5,000 deaths in street violence 
before the 1980 military coup. 
Under the law, militants facing 
death sentences for acts of vio- 
lence will receive a minimum of 
15 years jail from courts if they 
give evidence against their orga- 
nisations. Members of militant 
organisations still at large will be 
resettled with families and new 
jobs, and be allowed plastic 
surgery to help reduce acts of 
revenge, if they sopply police 
with information leading to the 
collapse of a group.
